Hamlin Telephone 
Directories Mailed 


The October issue of the 
Hamlin 
telephone 
directory 
will be mailed to telephone cus­ 
tomers here on October 12, 
Roy Eury, Southwestern Bell 
Manager, said. 
This year’s directory has a 
white cover and contains 12 
“white” or alphabetical pages 
with approximately 1450 list­ 
ings. There are 28 classified 
or “yellow pages” in the di­ 
rectory. 
According to Eury, 2,500 di 
rectories have been printed for 
distribution here. He also said 
additional copies were printed 
as replacements for those used 
frequently in public telephone 
booth and other places where 
a great deal of use occurs. 
The names of 
people 
who 
had 
telephones 
installed 
as 
late as September 19 are in­ 
cluded in the new directory. 
Old directories should 
be 
thrown away as soon as the 
new issue arrives, Eury advis­ 
ed. He also pointed out that 
out-of-town and frequent-used 
numbers which customers have 
written in the old directories 
should be copied down before 
last year’s books are discard­ 
ed. “Since 
telephone 
books 
sometime become ‘filing cab­ 
inets’ for letters, pictures and 
other items, we suggest that 
customers check their old di­ 
rectories to make sure that 
something 
valuable 
is 
not 
thrown away when the old 
books are consigned in the
